When the 
100 mark has been reached, you will know that the entire “load” of 
film has been exposed. After running off a few feet more to wind 
the protecting leader around the exposed film, the camera may be 
unloaded in daylight and a fresh roll inserted.

A simple adjustment 
slows the mechanism down to half normal speed and takes the pic 
tures at the rate of 8 exposures per second, giving the film twice 
the exposure that is possible at the normal speed of 16 exposures 
per second. Half speed adjustment, a feature of FILMO Camera, 
is available at the turn of a set screw. |

Eleven different photographic lenses 
‘rom a speedy F 1.8 Taylor-Hobson Cooke lens for taking pictures 
inder adverse light conditions to a 6” Telephoto lens for long range 
work are regularly stocked and interchangeable with the F 3.5 Taylor-

About The Projector 


eo Automatic Cine Projector, although weighing but 914 
pounds, throws absolutely flickerless pictures in any size up 9 
7'x9’ by simply connecting to an ordinary light socket in your home. 


Size of Picture: The size depends upon the focal length of the lens 
and the distance of the screen from the projector. The standard 
equipment is a 2" lens which at 25 feet—the average throw—will 
show a picture 314’x434’. Lenses for special purposes or for very 
short or long throws may be had 
at a nominal cost and are easily in- 
terchanged with regular lens equip- 
ment. 


Illumination: The sharpness of 
the picture and depth of color can 
only be appreciated by a demonstra- 
tion. An absolutely Flickerless Pic- 
ture, heretofore unknown, is the re- 
sult of an engineering feat—a nine- 
to-one mechanical movement. All 
other projectors including those in 
the finest theatres are four to one or 
six to one movement, which, be- 
cause they allow longer darkened

periods between the successive Folds Into Small Carrying Case 


changes of pictures, often have an an- 
noying flicker. The FILMO nine-to-one movement means that only 
1/9 of the time the picture is black, or, in other words, there is no 
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picture on the screen for 1/144 of a second during change, as against 
1/64 to 1/96 of a second in other machines. This, of course, greatly 
increases illumination, reduces eye strain and gives brilliancy and 


a total absence of flicker. 


Capacity: This projector, small 
as it is, has the same equivalent 
picture capacity as standard ma- 
chines, which run about sixteen 
minutes to a thousand-foot reel. 


Operation: Screw the plug into 
the nearest 110-volt light socket; 
either A.C. or D.C., and thread 
in the film. The directions are 
simple; after doing it once you 
will never forget how. Touch the 
button, it starts—automatically 
adjusts itself in frame. Turn the 
lens until the projection is sharp, 
clear and brilliant—that’s all! 
Touch a lever and STOP any- 
Where for a single picture, or 
move the reverse lever if you 
wish to run it backward. Nothing 
complicated—nothing to get out 
of order.

Reductions from Standard Negative: Direct positives are made 
from any standard negative by optical reduction in the printing 
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process. This will permit the reproduction or replacement of stand- 
ard prints at half the cost of making a standard positive besides re- 
ducing the weight of the film. Reduction work is done in the Bell 
© Howell laboratories in Chicago.

To enable those who do not have access to city current of 110 volts 
to derive the benefits of using FILMO Projector, we are in position 
to supply projector which may be operated from a 32 volt private 
lighting plant such as Westinghouse or Delco system. This 
model may also be operated on the 32 volt circuit to be found on 
trains. Should it be desired at any time to connect the 32 volt pro 


sector to 110 volt current, a 110 volt rheostat can be supplied. 


The regular 110 volt projector may be operated from 220 volt cur 
rent by the use of a special 220 volt rheostat that steps the current 
down to 110 volts before it enters the machine. 


Where there is no current of any kind available a special 110 volt 
generator designed to operate from the back wheel of a motor car is 
obtainable to supply power for FILMO Projector. Details on the 
above special model FILMO Projectors sent upon request.
